Eaſt- India Silks ſo ExaCtly, that the Retailers themſelves in many Spectes 
cannot diſcern the Right [2diaz Fabrick from the Duzch Fabrick, 

ITI. Since our Wives will wear Silks, it is more profitable to England 
that they ſhould wear Eaft-Izdia Silks, than any other, becauſe the Coſt 
of any Eaſt-India Silks, of what Price ſoever, 1s thre: quarter parts 
Right old Exgliſh, viz. Beef, Pork, Fraight, Cuſtome, Sea-mens 
Wages ; whereas Italian, French, Flanders, and Dutch Silks are not the 
Tenth part of their Coſt #z2/iſh, Fraight and Cuſtome being trivial in 
compariſon to Inaza. 

IV. Perſia ſpends more Woollen Manufacture than any Countrey in 
the World : And if the Wearing of Perſia Silks are forbid in Exglazd, 
it is reaſonable to conclude, The Wearing of Cloth will be forbid in 
Perſia. 

F The like may be ſaid of Chiza Silks ; which are purchaſed by 
Cloth, and other Exg/iſþ Manufactures, 
| VI. Eaft-India ManufaGtures already pay 20 per Cext. Cuſtom 
more then Silks from 1taly, France. Flanders or Holland, whereas in true 
Mercantile Policy, the remote Navigation ought to be moſt incouraged 
(which ſpends moſt of our Ezg/iſþh Proviſion, and maintains the largeſt 
Shipping.) And conſequently, the Eaſt-I2dia Manufattures ſhould pay 
the leaſt Cuſtoms, as they doin Hollazd, and in Scotland, no Cuſtom at 
all. 

VII. The Allegation of the Norwich, and Canterbury Men, that the 
increaſe of the expence of their commodities, proceeds from the want of 
Eaſt-Izdia Goods, 1s a miſtake ; For that, the late encreale of the vent of 
the Erxgl/iſþh Manufactures has been occaſioned Principally by the Effects 
of the preſent War, the lownefs of the Exchange, and eſpecially by the 
high Rate we have run Guizeas too, which has brought in ſuch vaſt 
quantity of Gold, which could nut be ballagced to the Foreigners, but 
by the buying up of all Sorts of Ezg/iſþ Commodities ; this appears to be 
trueinall other Commodities, as well as Norwich, and Canterbury Stuffs, 
Viz, Cloth, Bays, Butter, Cheeſe, Soke and upper Leather, Tallow, 
Calves, and Sheep-Skins, ſo that the Caxterbary, and Norwich Men, might 
as well infer that the late Scarcity of Eaſt-Ind;a Commoditys has raiſed the 
Price, and vent of Tallow, Leather and Calves-Skins, as of Canterbury, 
or Nerwich Stufts. 

VIII. The Scarcity of Eaſft-Izdia Goods is not altogether ſo much 
as is ſuppoſed ; for although the Eaſ?-1ndia Companies Ships were this Year 
Taken by the French, yer Vaſt Quantities of [dia Manufactures, of all 
ſorts, have been SmuggPd into Exglazd from Hollazd, and Sold and 
Conſumed in Exg/and, which never paid one Penny Fraight or Cuſtome 
here.
